reached Columbus in 1833 but by 
this time the stream of pioneers 
and trade was flowing strong down 
the Ohio and —— the Great 
Lakes. Neither the National Road 
nor the plank roads in other direc- 
tions or the canal which connected 
with the Ohio built up Columbus 
as the railroads soon did. Seven 
trunk railroad lines project a com- 
plete cirele of transportation 
spokes today. The wilderness in 
which the capital was put down 
has become a wealthy agricultural 
and industrial countryside. Thirty- 
five miles north is Marion, the 
home of the late president War- 
ren G. Harding. 

Typical as a business center for 
a wide area of the productive Mid- 
dle West farms, Columbus is also 
typical of the new age of manu- 
facturing. The center of manu- 
facture in the United States is 
within eight miles of the Ohio 
capital. 

Columbus has been compared in 
shape to a Greek cross formed on 
the axis of High Street and Broad 
Street. High Street, the main busi- 
ness street, runs north and south. 
It is Columbus, seesaw, on the 
north end of which sits Ohio State 
University and on the south end an 
important steel district where 
many factories smoke. Education 
balances industry until the sunny 
days of Indian summer when all 
Columbus. south, east, and west 
jeins north Columbus in the sta- 
dium on football days. 

Broad Street, which as part of 
the old National Road, has suc- 
ceeded to the title of Old National 
Trail or U. S. Route 40, enters the 
town from the east near the new 
municipal aviation field, crosses 
High Street under the shadow of 
the skyscraper, divides the new 
civic center, crosses the Scioto, and 
climbs the rise to Hilltop, a new 
suburb that has succeeded pioneer 
Franklinton. 

Announcement at the first of the 
year that the cost of combination 
air-rail travel from New York to 
Los Angeles had been cut below 
the cost of all rail travel was wel- 
comed with great enthusiasm in 
Columbus. Lower fares for air- 
rail transportation mean more pas- 
sengers; more passengers mean 
more air traffic; and more air traf- 
fic means heavier use of Port Co- 
lumbus, the $850,000 municipal 
aviation field. 

Probably the best time to visit 
Port Columbus is either early in 
the morning or at sundown. Early 
in the morning the New York Spe- 
cial train pulls in beside the mu- 
nicipal flying field’s combination 


waiting-room, restaurant, head- 
quarters, and lighthouse. Passen- 


gers leave the train, enter the 
building, and walk out under a so- 
ciety wedding sort of awning to a 
big passenger plane fitted with 
every comfort. 

Columbus is proud of its part in 
this service which within a year’s

piles of plaster, pieces of pipe or- 
namented the muddy path leading 
from the turnpike. Students who 
did not walk, drove buggies or rode 
horseback daily over the two-mile 
toll road to Columbus. Some lived 
in the basement of the Hall. 
Rooms were set aside for them, 
rooms separated by partitions of 
muslin. There was no electricity, 
no gas and very little equipment 
for the laboratories. When the 
chemistry class needed gas for ex- 
periments one of the students went 
to town and returned carrying over 
his shoulder a huge black bag 
filled with six or eight cubic feet 
of gas. 

In 1871 the Ohio legislature ap- 
propriated $4500 for the university. 
Fifty years later the institution 
had so grown and was performing 
such an important service to the 
state of Ohio that the legislature 
voted it nearly $2,000,000. Now 
the annual appropriation multiplies 
the $4500 of 1871 one hundred 
times. 

The few buildings of early days 
have increased like fruit flies, 
springing up in ever-deepening cir- 
eles around the central campus. 
Idealistic and visionary as the first 
seventeen students and seven fac- 
ulty members must have been it is 
searcely credible that they envis- 
ioned among the future buildings 
of their institution a stock-judging 
pavilion, a journalism building, a 
maternity hospital, and a stadium 
which would seat twice the entire 
population of the Columbus of 
their day. 

Ohio State University which ad- 
mitted seventeen students Sep- 
tember 13, 1873, admitted last fall, 
more than 10,000 students. The 
total attending regular sessions, 
summer sessions, and part time in 
1930 was over 13,000 students.

I welcome the opportunity to addre you again, as it give 
me a chance to bring home to you once more the utter hopeless- 
ness of the resent state of affairs in the S. P. 


I now deal with Mr. Morgan’s allegations (made in S. C. M. 
July 1931): Dr. Coppock’s Nomination. Mr. Morgan’s statement 
are almost correct as far as they go, but he (for reasons of his 
ewn, or the persons he speaks for) does not tell the most im- 
portant part. It is not correct that I “ORDERED” the Secre- 
tary to put Dr. Coppock’s name on the ballot Knowing that 
Dr. Coppock was nominated by New York (as confirmed by the 
Secretary May 12th) it came as a surprise to hear that Dr. 
Coppock had withdrawn. The surprise was so much greater, 
when I learned that a wire had been sent to the Secretary on 
Dr. Coppock’s behalf, in which he reconsidered his withdrawal 
and was willing to accept the nomination. It is true that Dr. 
Coppock withdrew from the Cincinnati nomination under a 
misapprehension. But he did not know of the New York 
nomination. The Secretary, in duty bound (if not in Law) 
should have notified Dr. Coppock of the new nomination and 
asked him what he had to say about it. The Secretary in duty 
bound (if not in Law) should have notified New York that its 
nomtnee had withdrawn unknown to New York. The Secretary 
is always careful to act according to the By-Laws. But matter 
can be thwarted, misdirected, misrepresented and prostituted 
without actually breaking the letter of the Law, if one i 
willing and experienced enough to bend the SPIRIT of the 
Law to his own ends or wishes. 





I shall now quote some correspondence to show how badly 
Me. Morgan has been informed about matters he is addressing 
you. As regards my “ORDERING” 





i’ the Secretary to place Dr. 
Coppock’s name on the ballot 1 quote (Night Letter, May 14, 
addressed to Lycett): 


“Understand you vetoed Coppock’s reconsideration of run- 
ning for Vice President on the Cincinnati ticket stop Per- 
sunally I don’t see why a man cannot reconsider his de- 
cision stop Coppock was also nominated by New York on 
the llth received by you in correct form and recorded a: 
sent stop On what grounds will you refuse Coppock’s name 
for Vice President on the Ballot wire collect (Signed) Paul 
Wise” 





Secretary replies to above wire on May 15th: 


“Dear Paul: Received your telegram this morning, but in- 
asmuch as you understand something that is not so, I 
feel that it is not necessary to put you to the expense of a 
telegram so to inform you. I vetoed nothing, for it is not in 
my power or province to veto. Some one is loading you 
up with Baloney -(Signed) Uncle Billy” 


So much for my “ORDERING” the Secretary to do this or 
that. I want you to note the evasion of my question: “On 
what grounds will you refuse Coppock’s name for Vice Presi- 
dent on the Ballot’. I am simply told: ‘‘you understand some- 
thing that is not so.”” 


Why does Mr. Morgan not mention the following wire rent 
to the Secretary on May 12th: 


“Mistake withdrawing Coppock for Vice President misiin- 
derstood he was nominated also for Director so wanted 
Directorship withdraw his refusal run him for Vice Presi- 
dent (Signed) A. E. Hussey.’ 


The above “ORDER” was sent on the following authority 
(quoting from Dr. Coppock’s letter, June 10, to N. R. Hoover, 
Director of the S. P. A.) 


“A telegram was sent to Wm. Lycett on the night of May 
llth by Dr. Hussey, at my request, stating I had re-consid- 
ered and be candidate for the office of Vice President of the 
S. P. A. I requested Dr. Hussey to send the telegram for 
me as I was very busy at the time and we had only a 
short time to get in before the alloted time had expired. It 
was sent by Dr. Hussey to Lycett and in a day or two he 
received a letter from Lycett stating he had received the 
telegram but it was too late, the time having expired * * 

So in a way is telling what is correct but is not 
telling an. W . Hussey and Wise have stated is 
correct in every detail. (Signed) Frank M. Coppock, Jr. 





Mr. N. R. Hoover got involved by refusing to approve the 
Secretary’s draft of the Ballot blank, knowing that Dr. Cop- 
pock was nominated by New York, yet his name did not appear 
on the draft. Mr. Hoover wrote to the Secretary on May 28th, 
(13 days before the ballot was to be mailed:) 


“IT am not O. K.’ing the Official Ballot for the following 
reason: Mr. Paul Wise advises me that he was told on the 
long distance telephone by Dr. Hussey from Cincinnati that 
Mr. Coppock had reconsidered his resignation and is willing 








to stand as nominee for the office of Vice President, and 
that his reconsideration was wired to you on Monday night 
May 11 reaching you Tuesday morning the 12th. As May 
12 is 90 days before the opening of the Convention, I con- 
ider that he has complied with the rules and is entitled to 
a place on the ticket as candidate for Vice President. In 
addition Mr. Wise advises me that you acknowledged to him 
on May 12 that you had received Mr. Coppock’s name in 
nomination for Vice President together with other nom- 
inations from New York ‘on the 11th in plenty of time” 
The quotation is from your letter. It isn’t logical for you 
to advive Wise that Coppock’s nomination was on time and 
on the same day rule in a wire, I believe, to Coppock that 
his reconsideration to run reached you too late. Therefore 
if the facts are as I have them, it is my wish that as a 
member of the Board of Directors Mr. Coppock’s name 
appear on the Official Ballot as a nominee for the Office of 
Vice President. Regardless of whether I am right in my 
tutement of my understanding in the matter I don’t want 
you to print this ballot until further correspondence is in- 
dulged in. (Signed) N. Hoover.” 





The Seeretary acknowledged that Dr. Coppock’s nomination 
from New York was in correct form and in ample time. I 
maintain, that regardless of who signed the Coppock recon- 
ideration wire, or for that matter if the wire arrived on time 
or not, the Secretary, in duty bound (if not in Law) should 
have indulyed in further correspondence, especially in view of 
Mr. Hoover's letter on the subject. 


The Secretary did indulge in further correspondence from 
which lL am quoting. On June 2nd, 1931, he wrote me: 


I have received word from Mr. Hoover that you have in- 
formed him that I was wired Monday night, May 11, that 
Mr. Coppock had reconsidered his resignation and I replied 
to it the next day. This statement is absolutely false. I 
received no wire from Coppock or from anybody else saying 
that he reconsidered his decision, and have only received 
communication from him—the one saying that he wished his 
name kept off the ballot, which is being done by a decisive 
majority of the Board of Directors.’ 

The Seeretary also wrote to Dr. Hussey, June 8th, 1931: 
“You sent a telegram” * * * (he quotes telegram of May 11) 
and continues: “Nothing in it stating it was sent by his 
(meaning Coppock’s) request, and it is entirely at variance 
with his letter requesting that his name does not appear 
on the ballot, so I took it for what it was—your personal 
opinion, which cannot prevail against his written request. 
Had you said he (meaning Coppock) requested it, I would 
have written him for confirmation.’ 





The Seeretary informs me that he had not received any com- 
munication from Coppock or anybedy else, yet he confirmed Dr. 
Hussey’s wire on this subject. No further comment is needed to 
illuminate the above two quotations from the Secretary’s cor- 
respondence, 


I maintain that the Secretary was negligent. in his duty (if 
not in Law) in not verifying Dr. Hussey’s wire, by inquiring 
from Dr. Coppock. I maintain, that the Secretary would have 
done so quick and lively, if it would have been a nominee of 
his personal selection or a man nominated with his consent 
or previous knowledge which Dr. Coppock was not. 


The above answers Mr. Morgan's assertion that everything 
was done according to the law, and that Dr. Coppock’s name 
was omitted according to the only communication received by 
the Secretary in this matter. 


As for thé ballot having been approved by eight Directors, I 
wish to say, that it would have been approved by all Directors, 
if | had not drawn Mr. Hoover's attention to the sorry state of 
affairs. The Directors get only the draft to O. K., but all in- 
formation and correspondence is with the Secretary, for which 
reason he is the real ruler of the Society instead of being its 
recording Officer. 


The Secretary has had almost a month to correspond with Dr. 
Coppock, he had ample time to correspond with Mr. Hoover on 
the matter of the ballot, in spite of which the ballot, as disap- 
proved by Mr. Hoover, was in the mails on June 4th, when the 
Law allowed an additional § days. Why the great haste in 
mailing the ballot blanks? The protest of one Director appar- 
ently meant nothing. 


If the members of the Board would not be scattered all over 
the country, thus preventing a Board meeting in person, it is 
almost certain that the ballot, as submitted by the Secretary for 
O. K., would not have been O. K.’d by them, and the grave in- 
justice done to Dr. Coppock would have been prevented. 


Mr. Morgan’s second indictment concerns the By-Law amend- 
ments. If the Committee on Constitution disapproved of my

resolution as passed by the Worcester Convention, I have never 
been notified. I do know however (my information comes from 
the President) that the Secretary sent in a resolution to the 
Committee making all officers’ terms two years, instead of only 
that of the President, Vice-President, and Treasurer, as my 
resolution called for. I do not possess as much information in 
this matter, as in the Coppock case, but I can be pardoned for 
being sceptical that everything was done according to the spirit 
of the Law, in view of my experience just related. 


The third and fourth charge can be answered jointly. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Morgan I ve not made myself acquainted with 
the Suciety’s By-Laws. He advises me that I should learn their 
provisions first, and then offer my amendments according to 


Article XVIIL. 





I did make one attempt and have proposed an amendment 
at the Worcester Convention in the form of a resolution, ap- 
proved by the Convention. The result was: a proposed amend- 
ment on this year’s ballot, not according to my resolution, but 
according to the Secretary's. 


The fact, as Mr. Morgan : , that it would cost the So- 
ciety from $50 to $100 for the ard of Directors to meet, is a 
perfect proof, that a Constitution, which cannot provide for 
meetings at lesser cost is ‘‘not so good’’ to use some slang. 





I have advocated all along, and still do, that the Constitution 
hould provide for an Exeentive Board who live within easy 
meeting distance. How does Mr. Morgan know that no mo- 
mentous matters have occurred during the year rendering meet- 
ings necessary? Not from my open letter which he is answer- 
ing. He must have been told so. What do we need a Board 
of Directors for? Just to vote by mail? It seems to suit the 
Secretary. From my experience, it is probable that their vote 
in other matters were cast with as much intelligence and 
knowledye of facts as in the matter of the Ballot. 


Mr. Morgan states that the Directors have met by mail fre- 
quently the last year and results were published in the Official 
Organ. If Mr. Morgan ecalis once “frequently”, | will have to 
buy a new dictionary, for | find only one report of these “fre- 
quent” mail meetings in the Oftici: Organ for the current 
fireal year (Pave 17, S. C. M. February, 1931). 





The By-Laws do not actually say that they ‘‘compel your 
incoming Chief Executive to work with an official family elected 
several years previous to his election ‘this exists only in my 
imagination according to Mr. Morgan. It is just too childish on 
Mr. Morgan’s part not to have read Article VI of our Corpo- 
ration papers. It says: ‘the officers shall consist of a president 
* * * (etc) and six directors at large, two of whom shall be 
elected each year for term of three years. ‘The President being 
elected for a term of one year, therefore takes over at least 
four directors of the previous administration. 





We now arrive to Mr. Morgan’s sweeping charge: ‘Other 
statements of Mr. Wise in his letter are equally at variance 
with truth’. Mr. Morgan says: “The official organ figures he 
gives are imaginative, and will not bear investivation’’. 
presume that he has spent months of his valuable time to in- 
vestigate those figures (as I have done.) Or he may have dis- 
missed them with a wave of his hand, as not bearing investiga- 
tion. As an attorney-at-law, he should know better than to so 
jump to conclusions, or to accept his client’s without verifica- 
tion. The figures I have quoted are embodied in the Official 
Organ Advisory Committee’s official report, which was signed 
by all three members. These figures have been called impossible 
by several persons, including two of your Directors (one of 
whom is financially interested to call them so) your Secretary, 
and Mr. Morgan. Yet none of these gentlemen have ever 
called upon me, as the person responsible for these figures, to 
reveal the source they came from. They are satisfied to eall 
them impossible without investigation, as they are against the 
idea of the Society publishing its own Official Organ. 


Do you think me so irresponsible that I will use imaginary 
figures in «dn official report | am making to your President, in 
a report, which is signed by two other members besides myself ? 
It is evident that the yentlemen who are opposed to my activ- 
ities in the matter of the Official Organ, are not trying to 
be just; they do not wish to be guided by facts; they prefer 
calling my estimates “imaginary figures’ without investigation. 
When the proper time arrives, I shall support the figures as 
reported by perfectly good written evidence. 





Mr. Morgan would have been wise not to have mentioned 
that the publisher of our present Official Organ refused to 


publish my Committee’s report. For now Mr. Morgan will 
have to listen to some home truth. 


When this same publisher accepted my two page Announce- 
ment to S.P.A. members for his May number at the rate of $40 
per page, he assured me (as a counter concession for letting 
him edit my copy, it being directed against him financially) 
that he would publish the Committee’s report under any cir- 
cumstances, provided he got the copy in time. He later denied 
this promise, although I advised the President about it having 
been made. You have the publisher’s word against mine. 








This same publisher however offered to publish this Official 
report as an “Advertisement” if paid for at the rate of $40 
per page. This in spite of his firm’s official offer (when offer- 
ing the services of his paper as our official organ) that his 
paper will furnish free: 


a extra space in case same is needed for the benefit of 
the Society and furnished 20 days before publication date, by 
or through the President or Secretary.” 


As Chairman of the Official Organ Advisory Committee I re- 
ceived the following wire from the President dated June 2, 1931: 


“Give Bach copy of Committee report for publication with 
my approval. (Signed) Dr. N. P. McGay”’. 


In spite of the publisher’s promise and the President’s order 
the report was not published in the official organ, (for obvious 
reasons) as it reported to provide the Society with an official 
organ more in keeping with the Society’s aims and dignity and 
at a smaller cost. The only excuse I can find for the publisher 
in refusing to publish the report is that he did not think the 
report to be “for the benefit of the Society” 





Mr. Morgan’s remarks, about my point regarding the Treas- 
urer, I will not answer. My facts and opinion have been 
stated to you, and you are the ones to decide via the baMot 
as to who is right or wrong. 


I will now use a few lines to reply to the Secretary’s July 
Notes. 

My conviction that the Secretary ‘sometimes confuses his 
duties with that of the whole show” still stands. In fact it 
tunds out in bold relief since my letter, from which this 
sentence is quoted, was written. If your Secretary is only the 
recording ofticer of your Society (as he and Mr. Morgan are 
claiming) he should not be a member of your governing body. 
By nature of things, he will sooner or later be the governing 
body himself, in actual fact if not in name, especially if he 
has “Mail Voting” Directors to deal with. He would (I could 
almost say ‘“‘has’’) thus create the impossible situation of a 
Society being governed by one man, and not by the body elected 
by popular vote for this task. 


My further conviction, which I have expressed many times 
on the floor of your Conventions, that no member who benefits 
financially by the Society’s existence should be a member of 
your governing body, is well founded. It applies to the Secre- 
tary, the Treasurer, and the editor of your present official or- 
van. This state of affairs is against common sense; it may be 
an invitation to vote not according to the best interest of the 
Society. 1 have offered proof that your directors do not always 
have all the facts at their disposal when they cast their vote, 
especially if it is a mail vote. Your Secretary claims that he 
has not followed any unconstitutional methods. I grant that, 
but if he has not erred in Law, he has erred in FACT and 
reasonableness, more than once. 





As for Mr. Morgan’s statements, I wish to sum these up 
as follows: 


1 believe that all these statements should be read carefully 
and checked up in the light of my reply. I believe that in- 
directly he has served the Society by taking the ‘‘Case’’ for his 
clients, thus giving me a chance to bring additional facts be- 
fore you. That Mr. Morgan has taken a weak and impossible 
case is evident from the fact, that he is trying to be the Prose- 
cutine and Defense attorney at the same time, besides trying 
to be judge and jury. His clients have simply misled him by 
not giving him the whole case. His case just reeks with im- 
portant omissions of facts, misstatements, deductions arrived 
at from nowhere and statements of so-called facts founded on 
thin air. 


I am quite willing to let my fellow members decide if Mr. 
Morgan and persons he represents have served the Society as 
well as they should have.

And if you must send late by air 
mail, be sure your co-operator 
doesn’t have to pay 10 cents post- 
age due on your covers.

Cc hapter IX 


Just six additional plate number 
combinations have been reported 
this week, bringing our total of 
known combinations up to 460 out 
of a possible 480. It has been 
some time since we gave a com- 
plete summary, and for those who 
are recent subscribers to Linn’s 
Weekly it may be of interest to 
know how the matter stands to 
date. 

Thus far there have been twenty 
red plates sent to press and twen- 
ty-four black plates. These are 
numbered as follows:

Of these each of the first twen- 
ty black plates (all except 20514- 
5-6-25) have been used in com- 
bination with each of the twenty 
red plates, making a total of 400 
KNOWN plate number combina- 
tions actually printed. In addi- 
tion, the last four black plates 
have been used with various red 
plates, with the following combi- 
nations reported thus far:

This makes sixty out of a pos- 
sible eighty combinations made 
with these four black plates. 
Twenty combinations are - still 
missing, and it is hoped that our 
readers will report them as soon 
as discovered. 

Now as to other plates: three 
red plates, 20442-3-4, were as- 
signed but never used, so it is no 
use looking for them. Four other 
black plates, 20513, 20526, 20527 
and 20528 have been prepared and 
may be used. They should be 
watched for. Eight other red 
plates, 20517-18-9-20-1-2-3-4 have 
also been prepared and may yet 
be used. Any combinations in 
which these last twelve plates ap- 
pear should be reported, as well as 
the twenty missing combinations 
from the above list of black plates 
20514-5-6-25. All other combina- 
tions, 460 total, have been re- 
ported. 

That about covers the informa- 
tion to date. Numerous misplace- 
ments of the red cross have been 
reported, but those are merely 
cases of poor registration and not 
real varieties. No important va- 
rieties have come to light, nor have 
any “inverted crosses”.

INTERVIEWS WITH STAMP 
PORTRAITS 
By Capt. A. C. Townsend 


President Monroe, may I have 
an interview? My Editor has sent 
me to ask how you like your pic- 
ture on our postage stamps. 

Come in, my boy, come in. I 
have been reading and enjoying 
those interviews, and was in hopes 
I might be called upon. 

Thank you, Mr. President. We 
are flattered. It is very pleasant 
to know that a man of your wide 
experience and attainments finds 
time to read Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News. 

Indeed I do, lad. The frankness 
of Gen’l Washington quite amused 
me. In 1847, we poked a good deal 
of fun at him when his photo ap- 
peared on the first “stamp tax”. 
He is rather too serious to see a 
joke, you know, and would spend 
a good deal of time explaining that 
stamps to carry the mail were 
very different from the stamp tax- 
es to which he had so seriously 
objected, and which brought about 
the Revolution. 

Mr. President, you took part in 
that Revolution at the age of 18, 
I believe. Will you please tell me 
if I have your career properly set 
down here? You studied law 
under Thomas Jefferson, you were 
M. C. and Senator, Governor of 
Virginia, Minister to France and 
to England, Secy. of State under 
Madison and also Secy. of War in 
the War of 1812, and finally were 
twice our President. 

That might be somewhat en- 
larged upon, sir, but modesty pre- 
vents my saying so except in one 
particular. You have omitted my 
special trip to France where, with 
Livingston, I negotiated the Loui- 
siana Purchase treaty. That, I 
believe, is the greatest thing I did 
for my country, not even except- 


ing my promulgation of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, for it obliterated 
the great wedge that then divided
